ly sealed. The paper kept the air from 
drying them out. Their own mass of 
coolness provided the suitable keeping 
temperature, and being packed in 
rather closely also insured a safe tem- 

perature and prevented evaporation. 

Onions and turnips kept under. similar 
conditions did not keep for half the 
time. In other words, there is a lot of 
refrigeration in a potato if it is given 
favorable conditions.
